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Union hits out at 

fire merger plans 


FIREFIGHTERS’ 
union chiefs have 
condemned plans 
to merge the Suff¬ 
olk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire fire 
control centres. 

Suffolk’s existing 
centre in Ipswich is 
due to close in a 
year’s time for the 
site to be rede¬ 
veloped. 

Although alternative 
plans to keep the control 
within the county have 
been considered, the 
county council’s cabinet 
is being asked to en¬ 
dorse a merger with 
Cambridgeshire. 

The Fire Brigades 
Union has warned that 
the merger will put 
public safety at risk as 
well as the jobs of the 
nearly 30 staff employed 
at the existing centre. 

But a report by Mark 
Sanderson, Suffolk’s 
assistant chief fire 
officer, says that all staff 
would be transferred to 
Cambridgeshire and 
there would be no 
reduction in service to 
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the public. 

The county council’s 
cabinet is due to con¬ 
sider his report and the 
“preferred option” of 
moving the county’s 
control to Cambridge¬ 
shire at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Mr Sanderson said 
that public consultation 
was not necessary as 
there would be “no 
discernable increase in 
community risk or re¬ 
duction in levels of 
firefighter safety.” 

But Adrian Clarke, 
FBU regional secretary 
for East Anglia, is urging 
the public to join the 
union in demanding 
consultation over the 
closure threat. 

He said: “The union 
should be consulted on 
this reckless move and 
so should the public. 
Local people deserve to 
have their views heard. 
We urge the public to 
join us in defending this 
trusted local service.

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Drivers 
escape

MOTORISTS escaped 
serious injury in a spate 
of crashes in and around 
Haverhill in the snowy 
and icy conditions. 

A Ford Focus crashed 
into a block of flats in 
Green Road, Haverhill, 
just before 9pm on 
Tuesday. The driver was 
unhurt but the wall of 
the flats was damaged. 

A Volvo car overturned 
in Hundon just after 
11.30pm on Tuesday. But 
no-one was injured. 

A blue Ford Focus 
skidded into a ditch in 
Burton End just after 
7.30pm yesterday and a 
moped rider suffered 
minor injuries when she 
came off her machine in 
Queen Street early today. 

Mike Penning, the 
roads minister, urged 
drivers to carry emer¬ 
gency items such as an 
ice scraper, a torch, 
blanket, spade and first 
aid kit in their vehicles. 

He said: “The High¬ 
ways Agency is pre¬ 
pared for winter, but 
road users must also 
play their part. 

“Not all journeys are 
essential in severe 
weather, but if people 
feel they must travel 
there are some simple 
steps that can reduce 
the risk.”

THE father of a young woman 
killed by a drink driver in a head- 
on road crash has launched a 
special drink-drive awareness 
campaign. 

Sarah Lee was killed near Stutton, 
Suffolk, on December 5 last year. 

The 24-year-old teacher was travelling 
from work in Holbrook to her home in 
Colchester when an Audi 100 struck her 
Ford Focus on Manningtree Road. 

An inquest found that the Audi driver, 
24-year-old Matthew Anderson, had two- 
and-a-half times the legal level of alcohol 
in his body at the time. 

He too died at the scene. 

The inquest also heard that Mr And¬ 
erson had been travelling at between 60- 
80mph and was on the wrong side of the 
road when the collision happened. 

A verdict of unlawful killing was rec¬ 
orded for the death of Miss Lee, with one 
of accidental death for Mr Anderson. 

Miss Lee’s father, David Lee, joined 
Suffolk police yesterday to launch their 
new Christmas drink-drive awareness 
campaign, which runs until lanuary 1.

Mr Lee said: “If we really want to 
eradicate drink driving, I believe we must 
take collective action in support of the 
idea that it’s socially unacceptable. 

“It requires a major culture change, so 
that we no longer tolerate people att¬ 
empting to ‘get away with it’. 

“My lovely daughter’s life was cruelly 
and needlessly ended by the self-indul¬ 
gence of another individual. 

“We all need to take some responsib¬ 


ility for helping to prevent our friends or 
family members from committing road 
crimes. 

“Please don’t let this be an idle threat - 
your actions could save a life.” 

Road policing officers in Suffolk will be 
joining forces with British Transport 
Police at railway stations across the 
county, offering late-night commuters 
voluntary breath-tests. 

The initiative aims to highlight the 
need to take alterative transport as well 
as reinforcing the view that just one drink 
can take people over the limit. 

Road Policing Chief Insp Andy Dawson 
said: “We’re grateful for David’s help with 
our campaign. 

“It is one that we highlight every year, 
but sadly a significant number of people 
still choose to ignore us and end up 
paying the price with their life or their 
job. 

“David’s story will hopefully bring the 
reality of drink driving into focus and 
persuade people to ditch their car keys.” 

The force’s 2009 Christmas campaign 
saw officers conduct 1,416 breath tests, 
with 95 motorists testing positive. 

This hit-rate of 6.7 per cent equated to 
three motorists being arrested each day 
of the campaign.

STUDENTS and staff at the 
first school in Haverhill to 
be granted academy status 
have celebrated at the 
official launch. 

Samuel Ward school is part of 
the first wave of 142 new acad¬ 
emies approved by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The move gives the school ind¬ 
ependence from council control 
and the right to run its own 
finances and curriculum with 
funding directly from the Dep¬ 
artment for Education. 

Only schools which have been 
rated outstanding by Ofsted can 
apply for academy status. 

Howard Lay, the head, said the 
move was “a fantastic achieve¬ 
ment” and would create more 
opportunities for young people. 

The new status coincides with a 
£3.3 million scheme to extend the 
school to take up to 400 more 
students as part of Suffolk’s switch 
from three-tier to two-tier edu¬ 
cation.

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It will also mean that students 
can start GCSE studies in Year 9 
and A-levels in Year 11. 

Peter Thomas, who chairs the 
school governors, said: “Samuel 
Ward is a truly inspirational school 
and academy status provides the 
governors with the power and 
freedom to ensure its unique ethos 
and approach is not only main¬ 
tained, but shared with others.” 

The school has been rated in the 
top 5 per cent of schools nation¬ 
ally for three years. 

The academy status was ann¬ 
ounced by the Government earlier 
this year. 

But the school, previously 
known as an arts and technology 
college, has only just changed its 
name to Samuel Ward Academy. 

A buffet reception to launch the 
change in status was held last 
Thursday.

The FBU collected

Thieves targeted shoppers 
again last Tuesday in High Street 
between 3.40pm and 4pm. 

A purse was stolen from a 40- 
year-old woman’s handbag in a 
discount store. 

And in Cangle Road, Haverhill, 
between 1.30pm and 2.30pm a 
purse was stolen from a 66-year- 
old woman's handbag in a 
shopping trolley in a super¬ 
market. 

A suspicious man spoke to the 
woman shortly before the purse 
was found to be missing. 

He is described as being of 
mixed race, 5ft 6in tall, in his 20s, 
of slim build with a large nose 


and was wearing dark clothing 
and a black beanie hat. 

Police are linking the two 
crimes. 

Officers issued a warning to 
shoppers in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said: “We would advise all 
shoppers to keep your purses, 
wallets and cash at the bottom of 
your bag or fastened in a pocket 
when out shopping.” 

Officers are contacting the two 
91-year-old victims to offer them 
the cash gift.

Cushion 
to give 
elderly 
a lift up 

A DEVICE known as a Camel 
Cushion will save call-outs to 
the emergency services to help 
elderly residents who have 
suffered a fall. 

The inflatable equipment, 
which costs around £1,600, has 
been presented to the Shearman 
Court sheltered housing scheme 
in Haverhill. 

Care staff at the scheme are 
not allowed to lift fallen 
residents because of health and 
safety rules and have previously 
had to call the ambulance 
service for assistance. This has 
sometimes meant that residents 
have to wait until ambulance 
service staff are available. 

A long fund-raising campaign 
at Shearman Court raised £400 
towards the Camel Cushion and 
Haverhill county councillors 
Philip French, Tim Marks and 
Anne Gower contributed to the 
cost from their locality budgets. 

Jane Roach, care team leader 
at Shearman Court, said: “We 
are really grateful for the 
support the councillors have 
given us. 

“We had a bit of money left 
over which enabled us to 
refurbish a similar, but smaller, 
piece of equipment called an 
ELK. 

“Hopefully this will prevent 
non-emergency calls to the 
ambulance services and leave 
them available for other more 
pressing calls.”

symptoms of lung cancer and get 
themselves checked out by their 
GP if they have any worries or 
concerns. 

“Equally, smokers should take 
that first step towards quitting 
and reducing their chances of 
catching this potentially fatal 
disease.” 

During Lung Cancer Awareness 
Month, NHS Suffolk continued to 
encourage people to recognise 
the dangers of smoking and 
offered support to help smokers 
quit the habit. 

In Suffolk there are around 275 
cases every year and in the UK 
more than 34,000 people are 
diagnosed annually with lung 
cancer. 

Daniel Chapelle, NHS Suffolk’s 
health improvement manager, 


said: “Lung cancer is one of the 
few cancers where there is, in 
most cases, a clearly defined 
cause - smoking. 

“The more you smoke the 
more likely you are to get lung 
cancer. 

"However, there is good news 
because it is never too late to give 
up. 

“Even if you have been 
smoking for most of your life it 
still makes sense to quit as your 
chances of developing lung 
cancer will be much less the 
sooner you give up. 

“It’s not just cigarette smokers 
who are at risk, as pipes, cigars 
and even cannabis have a 
negative effect on the health of 
your lungs.”

Baby unit 
expecting 
new boom 


THE need for more 
beds in a maternity 
ward has been 
underlined as moth¬ 
ers were told they 
could be transferred 
to other hospitals. 

Mums-to-be have 
been told they may 
be sent to Bedford, 
Bury St Edmunds or 
Peterborough be¬ 
cause of a bed short¬ 
age at The Rosie at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Several heavily 
pregnant women 
have said they have 
been told they may 
face the transfer due 
to an expected baby 
boom in November 
and December. 

The hospital has 
plans to cope - but 
the ultimate sol¬ 
ution will be an 
extension due to 
open in 2012. 

One woman, who 
asked not to be 
named, said: “Giving 
birth is a worrying 
enough event at any 
time. 

“Extra stress does 
not help to make the 
birth any easier. Roll 
on the extension to 
the Rosie, but if 
there are not 
enough midwives, 
extra beds will not 
make any differ¬ 
ence.” 

A second mother 
said: “Fve been told 
that I may be sent as 
far as Peterborough, 
West Suffolk or 
Bedford. 

“It’s quite alarm¬ 


ing I might be sent 
to a place I know 
nothing about.” 

The concerns 
come as work be¬ 
gins on a £30 million 
extension, which 
will almost double 
the number of cots 
from 33 to 58. 

The Rosie opened 
in 1982, replacing 
the Mill Road mat¬ 
ernity hospital to 
cater for 3,000 births 
a year - more than 
6,000 births are 
expected in 2010. 

Anna Shasha, 
head of midwifery, 
said: “The Rosie is 
expecting more 
babies than usual in 
November and Dec¬ 
ember but we have 
a plan in place to 
manage the in¬ 
creased demand 
safely. 

“Like all mater¬ 
nity units, we ex¬ 
perience peaks from 
time to time. We are 
not expecting to 
turn women away 
but we will not put 
them at risk. If nec¬ 
essary we will con¬ 
sider transferring 
them.” 

The increased 
pressure on the 
Rosie follows a baby 
boom in the past 
few years. The 
county’s baby 
‘hotspot’ is Cam- 
bourne, with a birth 
rate of 24.1 per 1,000 
population last year 
- double the nation¬ 
al average. 


Stroke victims 
aiding research 


STROKE patients at 
Addenbrooke’s are 
taking part in a 
£250,000 study to 
test the effectiveness 
of new speech ther¬ 
apy techniques. 

About 50 patients 
at the hospital will 
be involved in a 
study by the Univer¬ 
sity of East Anglia to 
investigate support 
given to recovering 
stroke patients with 
communication 
difficulties, known 
medically as aph¬ 
asia. 

Results from the 
patients will be 
compared against 
other care given to 
50 patients at the 
Mulberry Rehab¬ 
ilitation Unit at Nor¬ 
wich Community 
Hospital. 


It is hoped the 
research will lead to 
recommendations 
for a training proto¬ 
col for wider imple¬ 
mentation across the 
NHS. 

Dr Simon Horton, 
who is leading the 
project, said: “So 
much of stroke re¬ 
habilitation depends 
on effective com¬ 
munication 

“If patients have 
aphasia, their recov¬ 
ery may be slowed if 
rehabilitation staff 
are not trained in the 
necessary skills to 
communicate 
effectively with 
them. 

“There is also 
potential in this 
approach to improve 
the quality of the 
patient experience.” 
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The future moving in.

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Man jailed for 
iron bar attack

Mitigating, fuliette Donovan 
said only a single blow had been 
delivered with the iron bar by 
Harding who had a history of 
depression and alcoholism. Miss 
Donovan said that Harding was 
anxious to tackle his problems.

and the other men had not acted 
in a violent way but only wanted 
to know why Harding had taken 
the bike. 

fudge Holt said: “That weapon 
was kept under your bed and it is 
difficult to consider any lawful 
purpose for which it was kept.”

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Paralysed accident victim 
vows to walk once more

I F ever a name 
suited a dog, it’s 
Chaos. 

Hopelessly over¬ 
excited, the Staffy- 
poodle cross bounds 
on and off Tanya 
Hawes’s lap, barking 
and panting with 
sheer doggy joy Tm 
so sorry about him,” 
she laughs. "I think 
he’s got ADHD!” 

Chaos has been 
keeping Tanya company 
for the last eight years, 
and she adores him; 
confined to a wheelchair, 
he is her constant 
companion: “You’re my 
baby, aren’t you?” she 
whispers into his fur. 

The 35-year-old from 
Red Lodge, near 
Newmarket, has been 
unable to walk since a 
road accident in 2001 left 
her paralysed from the 
neck down. The 
prognosis was shocking 
enough, but for Tanya it 
was doubly devastating, 
as she’d just conquered a 
serious drug habit. 
“Ironically I’d been clean 
for four weeks. It was 
supposed to be a new 
start,” she says. 

Looking at her 
background, Tanya 
seems like the last person 
who’d ever get involved 
with drugs. As a child she 


Just one month after kicking her drug addiction, Tanya Hawes 
was paralysed in a car accident.

was always fiercely anti¬ 
smoking: “I remember 
putting cigarette ends in 
a jar of water and holding 
it under my mum’s nose 
and saying: ‘Bleurch, this 
is what you smell like!” 
she laughs. 

Growing up with her 
younger sister Sonya in 
Six Mile Bottom, she’d 
had an idyllic childhood: 
“It was brilliant,” she 
says. “If you had half the 
childhood I had, you 
were lucky.” 

After school, Tanya 
trained as a carer and 
worked with children 
with special needs before 
going on to study hotel 
management. All was 
going well until one day, 
without any warning, her 
best friend Perry 
committed suicide. 

“He hanged himself,” 
she says. “It was totally, 
totally out of the blue. I 
went to hospital and he 
died in my arms, with me 
trying to shake him 
awake. I was absolutely 
shattered.” 

Tanya, who was 22 at 
the time, began to drink 
heavily, and soon 


afterwards turned to 
drugs, first cocaine and 
then heroin. 

“I hadn’t fallen in with 
a bad crowd or anything, 
it was just my way of 
escaping,” she explains. 

“I couldn’t believe what 
Perry had done, and I 
didn’t want to be here 
any more. I was walking 
around, but it wasn’t me.” 

Her life began to spiral 
out of control, but it 
wasn’t until three years 
later, when Sonya 
handed her a poem 
asking where her sister 
had gone, that Tanya 
realised she had to stop. 
She carries the poem 
with her to this day. 

“My mum and my 
sister were both crying, 
and then my sister 
pinned me down on the 
bed and said: ‘This isn’t 
how it’s supposed to be, 
you’re not supposed to be 
like this!’ It made me 
think: ‘Oh God, what 
have I done?”’ 

Tanya took the brave 
decision to kick the drugs 
by herself rather than 
going into rehab, and it 
took six painful weeks. 


But her joy at being clean 
was short-lived; just four 
weeks later, in May 2001, 
she had the accident that 
would change her life 
forever. 

Driving from Soham to 
Newmarket one 
afternoon, Tanya was 
distracted by a car 
driving closely behind 
her and turned right at a 
T-junction without 
stopping. 

“I remember pulling 
out, seeing something in 
the corner of my eye, and 
then just hearing a really 
loud bang,” she says. 

A car had smashed full- 
on into the driver’s side, 
splitting her car in half. 
No-one else was injured, 
but Tanya had been 
thrown into the sunroof. 

The first thing she 
remembers is being put 
into the ambulance, and 
feeling searing pains in 
her arms: “I remember 
screaming; I was in 
absolute agony. It felt like 
pins and glass were being 
scraped down them; the 
pain was unbearable,” 
she says. 

But more worrying was 


the fact that she couldn’t 
feel her legs at all: “I 
remember saying to my 
mum on that first night: 
‘I’m not going to use my 
legs again, they’re gone.” 

X-rays showed that 
Tanya hadn’t broken her 
back-she later 
discovered her spinal 
chord was, and remains, 
‘stunned’ - but at the 
time she felt that no-one 
believed her. 

“They said there was 
nothing wrong with my 
legs, it was just my brain 
getting confused because 
there was so much pain 
in my arms. But I knew 
my body, and these legs 
weren’t working. 

“Everyone else in my 
position got told: ‘I’m 
very sorry, but you’re 
paralysed’, but it was 
completely the opposite 
for me; for weeks and 
weeks it was me saying to 
them: ‘I’m telling you, I’m 
paralysed’. And they were 
saying ‘no, it’s 
psychological’. Then, by 
the seventh week, they 
said: ‘Maybe she is telling 
the truth’. 

After eight weeks, 
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Tanya was transferred to 
the spinal injuries unit at 
Stoke Mandeville hospital, 
where she stayed for 10 
months. “They were 
great,” she says. 

But Tanya was 
devastated at being 
wheelchair-bound. Hardly 
able to move her arms, 
she relied on others to 
feed her which, she says, 
was ‘horrible’, and to this 
day she still has carers 
who come in daily to 
shower her and get her 
dressed. 

Moving back home was 
a challenge too. “They 
don’t give you a manual 
about how it’s going to be 
when you’re out. When 
you’re in Stoke Mandeville 
everybody knows how you 
feel; it doesn’t matter if 
you wet yourself because 
everyone else wets 
themselves. But when you 
come home and do it in 
front of your mates...” she 
tails off, shaking her head. 

But Tanya refused to be 
beaten. Gradually some 
movement came back to 
her arms, and she can 
now slowly raise them to 
chest height: “I had to 
learn to write again, and 
hold a fork -1 weave it in 
between my fingers,” she 
says. 

At home she has a gym 
with an exercise bike and 
equipment to help her 
practise standing, and 
meeting Steve, her partner 
of five years, has definitely 
helped when it comes to 
physio: “He’s like a drill 
sergeant - it’s like ‘On your 
bike!’ Sometimes I’m like: 
‘Just give me a break! Let’s 
have one day off,’ but he 


doesn’t suffer lazy people 
lightly!” 

Tanya’s hard work is 
beginning to pay off. 
Ironically she now has 
chronic pains in her legs, 
and also suffers spasms 
every day, but she can 
now raise her feet a few 
inches. And having this 
sense of hope, she says, 
means everything to her: 

“I know it’s been nearly 10 
years, but if it means 
waiting and working 
another five years, I’ll wait 
another five years. I’ll wait 
another 10 if it means I’ll 
get a day’s walk.” 

Nor has returning to 
drugs ever tempted her: 
“My head’s in a better 
place,” she smiles. “It 
would be easy to go and 
get wrecked, but it would 
break my mum’s heart. 
And I’d never have got this 
far without her love and 
support - she’s been 
wonderful. 

“When you’re 35 you 
want to be checking up on 
your mum, not the other 
way round; I can’t thank 
her enough for all she’s 
done.” 

Tanya’s refusal to give 
up has shown itself in 
other ways, too. Leafing 
through the Spinal 
Injuries Association 
magazine earlier this year, 
she spotted a request for 
disabled people to do 
tandem parachute jumps 
in aid of the charity; “And I 
though yeah, I fancy a bit 
of that! My partner was 
not happy at all; he said: 
‘Please don’t, I’ll run a 
marathon!’ And I said no, 
I’m doing it.” 

So in September, Tanya 


travelled to Peterborough 
for the jump: “Oh God, it 
was fantastic!” she says. 
“We jumped from 15,000 
feet. You would not get me 
on a rollercoaster for love 
nor money, but I didn’t 
think twice about it -1 
didn’t get butterflies or 
anything. 

“It was such an 
adrenaline rush, better 
than any drug; it really 
was absolutely fantastic. 
And you wouldn’t believe 
how many people in 
Peterborough have 
swimming pools!” 

As for the future, Tanya 
has recently been invited 
to be a mentor for new 
spinal injury patients, and 
has applied to volunteer 
at a drug charity in 
Newmarket. “I do think it’s 
better to talk to somebody 
who’s been there,” she 
says. 

Her ultimate goal is to 
marry Steve: “But I don’t 
want to go down the aisle 
in a wheelchair. I know 
I’m not going to walk 
down, so we have talked 
about getting married in 
water because I can stand 
in water for a couple of 
seconds. Even if I could 
just say ‘I do’ standing up, 
that would mean 
everything to me.” 

But what matters most 
to Tanya is simply staying 
positive. 

“People always say to 
me: “You’re so bubbly’, but 
I live each week by each 
week; I just think if I get 
through this week I’ll be 
okay next week. And 
somebody’s always worse 
off than you, aren’t they?”

CHRISTMAS is celebrated 
around the world in ways that 
vary from culture to culture. 

Here’s a few of the differences in 
emphasis that may surprise you! 

AUSTRIA 

Silent Night was first sung in 1818, 
in the village church of Oberndorf, 
and it tells the story told of how 
Christmas was almost spoiled for 
the villagers that year. 

On Christmas Eve, the priest 
went into the church and found 
that the organ was not working. 
Christmas without music would 
not do, so priest loseph Mohr 
showed the organist Franz Xaver 
Gruber a new Christmas hymn he 
had written. Franz quickly 
composed a tune for it to be sung 
by a choir, so Oberndorf had music 
after all. 


BETHLEHEM 

The site of the Basilica of the 
Nativity where lesus was said to 
have been born, is ablaze each 
Christmas with flags and 
decorations. 

On Christmas Eve, natives and 
visitors alike crowd the church’s 
doorways and stand on the roof to 
watch the dramatic annual 
procession. The procession 
solemnly enters the doors and 
places an ancient effigy of the Holy 
Child in the Church. Deep winding 
stairs lead to a grotto where visitors 
find a silver star marking the site of 
the birth of fesus. 

FRANCE 

On Christmas Eve, children leave 
their shoes by the fireplace to be 
filled with gifts from Pere Noel. 

In the morning they also find 


that sweets, fruit, nuts and small 
toys have been hung on the tree. A 
law was passed in 1962 which 
decreed all letters to Pere Noel 
must receive a reply. 

INDIA 

Christians in India decorate 
banana or mango trees. They also 
light small oil-burning lamps as 
Christmas decorations, and fill 
their churches with red poinsettia 
flowers. 

MEXICO 

On Christmas day children are 
blindfolded and taken to try and 
break a decorated clay pinata that 
dangles and swings at the end of a 
rope. 

Once it breaks, the children 
clamber to recover the sweets that 
were inside. Those children who 
have been good also on fanuary 
6th receive a gift from the three 
Wise Men. 

NETHERLANDS 

In the Netherlands St. Nicholas is 
known as Sinterklaas, who Dutch 
children are told sails from Spain 
on December 5. 

They fill their shoes with hay and 
sugar for his horse and awake to 
find them filled with nuts and 
sweets. Sometimes Sinterklaas 
appears in person in the children’s 
homes, to question the children 
about their behaviour during the 
past year. In the past he carried a 
birch rod, but these days he is 
more kindly. 

SPAIN 

Children think of the three Wise 
Men as the gift bearers.

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Fraud couple 
must pay £1 


A COUPLE have been 
ordered to pay just £1 after 
they “bled dry” a pen¬ 
sioner’s bank accounts. 

John Apps, together with wife 
Carol, spent £14,693 from his 
elderly father’s accounts, leaving 
him with less than £10. 

The couple, of Bellings Road, 
Haverhill, were previously given 
suspended jail sentences at 
Ipswich Crown Court after being 
convicted of fraud by abuse of 
position - a charge they had 
denied. 

A further hearing was ordered 
this week under the Proceeds of 


Crime Act to see if they had any 
assets which would be used to 
repay some of the £12,500 which 
they personally benefited from. 

But after hearing that they had 
no remaining assets, Judge John 
Holt ordered them to pay a 
nominal £1 each towards the 
outstanding amount. The couple 
were not in court when the ruling 
was made. 

John Apps was previously 
sentenced to eight months in 
prison, suspended for 18 months. 
He was also ordered to do 100 
hours unpaid community work. 

Carol Apps was given four 
months imprisonment, sus¬ 


pended for 12 months. 

The court previously heard that 
the couple were caught when 
arrears of rent, council tax and 
electricity payments totalling 
£1,200 built up because they had 
not paid bills for Mr Apps’ father, 
who died before the trial in June. 

John Apps was in court again 
last month for missing appoint¬ 
ments with the probation service 
as part of a 12-month supervision 
order. 

A judge gave him and additional 
three months supervision and 
warned him to “expect to go to 
jail” if he missed any more 
appointments. 


Potential new horse owners ‘need to carry out checks’ 


PEOPLE are being warn¬ 
ed to be on their guard 
when buying a new 
horse. 

Suffolk Trading Stan¬ 
dards said it has received 
a “significant increase in 
calls” from members of 
the public who have 
bought horses that do 


not match their advert¬ 
ised description. 

Reported problems 
include horses described 
as ‘suitable for novices’ 
when they require a more 
experienced rider and 
those being sold as 
‘suitable for show jump¬ 
ing’ when they have 


existing back injuries. 

Clair Missen, senior 
trading standards officer, 
is advising potential 
buyers to take an exp¬ 
erienced rider along with 
them to view the horse 
and to question the 
buyer as much as poss¬ 
ible. 


People are also advised 
to ask to see the horse’s 
passport and to always 
get a written receipt with 
the full details of the des¬ 
cription of the horse.

Prisoner gets 
12 years for 
attack in jail 


A CONVICTED 
robber and drug 
dealer has been 
given a 12-year jail 
sentence for slashing 
a fellow prisoner 
over a piece of tissue. 

Monir Khalfi, 24, was 
serving a four-year 
sentence in Highpoint 
Prison, near Haverhill, 
when he cut fellow 
prisoner Barry White 
across the face and neck. 

Mr White lost so much 
blood that his blood 
pressure was unrecord- 
able but he was saved by 
emergency treatment at 
West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds. 

The attack, on Dec¬ 
ember 14 last year, was

triggered after a piece of 
tissue fell on Khalfi from a 
balcony where Mr White 
was sweeping out his cell, 
Ipswich Crown Court 
heard. 

At the time Khalfi was 
just four months from 
being released from jail 
where he was serving a 
sentence for robbery and 
possessing Ecstasy with 
intent to supply 

His lawyer, Paul Sims, 
told the court: “He had no 
intention of extending his 
criminal career and ex¬ 
tending the amount of 
time he had to spend in 
custody Fear drove him to 
do it.” 

Khalfi was appearing in 
court for sentence after 
being convicted in

September of wounding 
with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm. 

He was cleared of a 
charge of attempted 
murder. He had denied 
both charges. 

During the trial he said 
another unnamed prison¬ 
er was responsible for 
wounding Mr White. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
John Devaux told Khalfi 
that because of the 
seriousness of the offence 
and his previous record, 
which included five court 
appearances for 10 offen¬ 
ces, a prison term was the 
only option. The 227 days 
which Khalfi has already 
spent on remand will be 
deducted from the time 
he spends in custody.

Slow uptake 
for flu jab 

RATES of people taking 
advantage of the 
seasonal flu vaccine 
are lower than at the 
same point in previous 
years, experts say. 

In Suffolk, at the end of 
October, 48.6 per cent 
of over-65s had 
accepted the jab 
compared with 53.6 
per cent last year. 
Whereas 25.1 per cent 
of under-65s in ‘at risk’ 
groups had accepted it 
against 27.9 per cent 
last year. 

Experts are urging 
patients to check if they 
are eligible and make 
sure they contact their 
GP surgery to have it if 
they need it. 

Dr Victoria Fearne, NHS 
Suffolk’s public health 
registrar, said: “If you 
are called up for a flu 
vaccination, or think 
you need one, we urge 
you to take advantage 
of the opportunity and 
contact your surgery. 

“It is vital that people 
do not underestimate 
just how serious the 
effects of the flu virus 
can be. 

“It is not like catching a 
cold”. 

Those at risk who are 
eligible for the 
vaccination include 
adults and children 
between six months 
and 65 years old, who 
suffer from heart or 
chest diseases, or 
diabetes.

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Musical gala with 
newsreader Katie 


Former ITN newsreader Katie 
Derham reveals a musical talent. 
Interview by LIZZY DENING 


“PRESENTING the Proms was 
a chance I couldn’t turn down, 
or complete half-heartedly in my 
spare time, so I soul 
searched.. .for about 10 
seconds.” 

Katie Derham laughs as if she 
can’t believe her luck, and for 
someone who has recently leamt 
to conduct an orchestra and who is 
best known for her work as an 
ITN newsreader, the job does 
seem to combine her passion for 
classical music with her years of 
practice in front of the camera. 

Katie began her career as a 
reporter for the BBC’s Money Box, 
before becoming a newsreader on 
ITN and eventually presenting 
ITV’s lunchtime news, anchoring 
events such as Royal weddings 
and the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. She recently moved 
back to the BBC (a contrast to 
Adrian Chiles’ simultaneous move 
in the other direction) where she is 
now a presenter on Radio 3, as 
well as working on various other 
projects, including hosting the 
Proms, which, she says, was the 
main reason she accepted the 
position. 

But this career move might 
never have been, without the 
intervention of reality television. 
While she had grown up in a 
musical household, and had been 


encouraged to learn both piano 
and violin, as her career flourished 
she had less and less time to play, 
until she was offered two separate 
opportunities. The first of these 
was Maestro, a BBC show in 
2008, during which various well- 
known figures such as Alex James 
and Sue Perkins became 
conductors, leading an orchestra 
each week on live television. 

“It was simultaneously utterly 
fantastic, and utterly terrifying. I 
would practice everywhere. I 
remember going home on the 
train, getting my sheet music out 
and waving a pencil around, 
looking like a complete fool!” But 
as anyone who has seen the multi- 
skilled Katie conducting will tell 
you the practice paid off, and she 
looks anything but foolish in front 
of an orchestra. 

She explains that the experience 
was harder than any of the 
participants had imagined. “A 
little part of all of us thought some 
of it was just waving your arms 
around, and weren’t entirely sure 
what a conductor was required to 
do. In fact, right from the word go 
you not only had to keep the time, 


but you had to try to shape the 
music, and communicate your 
feelings to professional musicians. 
I realised a good conductor can 
make the difference between an 
average performance and a 
fantastic one.” 

Katie narrowly missed out on a 
place in the final three, but says 
she had believed from the 
beginning that Goldie and Sue 
(the eventual winner) would 
compete in the final, and that she 
none-the-less leamt a lot from the 
experience. 

“Conducting has a fascinating 
psychology. Every orchestra is 
different and they make up their 
mind about you within 10 
seconds. If they like you, they can 
be supportive and will often get 
you out of trouble if you lose your 
place or miss a beat, but I’m not 
sure what the secret is to making 
them like you.” 

Certainly conducting is 
something she is much less 
confident about than she seems. 
“Presenting a concert or 
conducting it are like chalk and 
cheese. I’ve made a living from 
speaking, and suddenly I was 


expected to communicate through 
gestures. Besides which, as a news 
reader you are expected to remain 
neutral in voice and expression, 
and in conducting you are 
expected to convey a very strong 
view through your facial 
expressions. Having done it, I’m 
filled with respect for both 
conductors and musicians.” 

The second opportunity to 
explore her musical passion came 
in First Love, a Sky Arts 
programme which involved 
picking up her childhood violin. 
She bashfully practised it in secret 
over night, with the television 
volume up high to mask her 
playing. The aim of the show was 
for her to improve enough to play 
with a professional string quartet. 

Katie will be presenting a 
classical Christmas concert in 
Cambridge, a city she feels very 
fond of having completed her 
degree there. At the Christmas 
Music Gala, in St Mary’s Church, 
she hopes to briefly dip her toes 
back into the world of conducting 
- after she has done her Christmas 
shopping.

UNSTOPPABLE 
certificate 12A 98m 
DIRECTOR Tony Scott, who 
delivered high-octane films 
including Days Of Thunder, The 
Last Boy Scout and Enemy Of 
The State, returns with another 
from the stable. 

Scott has collaborated four 
times with Oscar-winning actor 
Denzel Washington on 
Crimson Tide, Man On Fire, 
Deja Vu and most recently on 
the remake of The Taking Of 
Pelham 123. 

The pair reunite for 
Unstoppable - a cinematic 
rush of blood to the head 
inspired by true events, which 
follows the exploits of two 
brave men to stop a runaway 
locomotive before it derails, 
potentially killing thousands of 
innocent civilians.

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Top tips for finding the 
perfect Christmas tree 



OH CHRISTMAS TREE finding the right tree for 
Christmas can prove tricky, but there are a few simple 
steps you can follow to find the perfect one this festive 
season. 


H ouseholders are 

going to have to dig 
deep in their pockets 
if they want a Nordmann fir 
non-drop Christmas tree this 
year, according to industry 
experts. 

While it is the most popular tree 
because of its deep green colour 
and reliability that it won’t drop its 
needles, in the past five years 
prices of the Christmas tree have 
risen by up to 30 per cent and a 6ft 
tree may cost around £45 in some 
areas, according to the British 
Christmas Tree Growers’ 
Association. 

But our beloved Nordmann is 
not the only tree which will last 
through the festive season. The 
Fraser fir (Abies fraseri), popular 
in the eastern United States, is 
narrower than other trees and 
therefore more suitable for smaller 
rooms. 

If you want to save money, go 
for a home-grown Scots pine or 
Lodgepole pine, which are likely to 
cost around £10 less than the same 
size of Nordmann fir. 

These trees don’t drop then- 
needles and are bushier than the 
Nordmann. Some have cones on

them and they are wonderfully 
fragrant. 

Before buying your tree, 
measure the space you are 
allocating it indoors, considering 
both height and spread to ensure a 
good fit. You can always trim it 
with a good pair of secateurs, but 
the less trimming you have to do 
the better the tree will keep its 
shape. 

If budget is your main priority, 
shop around on the internet for the 
best prices. Alternatively, seek out 
reputable growers who are situated 
away from urban centres but as 
close as possible to your home. 
They are less likely to attract a big 
retail market and you may find a 
better tree and clinch a better deal. 

When deciding on a tree, check 
that the needles are not dull and 


dried up and that the branches are 
not brittle. Remember to gently 
shake the tree to ensure the outer 
needles are not falling off. 

If you can bear to, leave it ’til 
the last minute to buy a tree, 
especially if you choose something 
such as a Blue spruce (Picea 
pungens ‘Glauca’), which will 
drop its needles quicker than other 
types. 

Saw off the bottom 5cm of trunk 
to open up its pores before you 
bring the tree inside, and place it in 
a bucket of water until you are 
ready to house it. 

When you bring it in, make sure 
you can keep it topped up with 
water as a tree will drink half a litre 
a day. Most Christmas-tree stands 
have a space for water, or you 
could simply wedge it into a 
bucket. 

Don’t put the tree next to a 
radiator or fire because it will dry 
out and the needles are more likely 
to drop. 

Some people opt for bare-rooted 
or root-balled trees if they want to 
keep the tree for future years. Bare- 
rooted trees should be planted as 
soon as possible in moist earth to 
stop their roots from drying out, 
while root-balled trees are wrapped 


in sacking and should be planted in 
containers. 

There are pros and cons to each, 
but bear in mind that live trees with 
roots may not take kindly to being 
brought indoors into a warm, dry 
atmosphere. 

However, trees that have been 
cut off at ground level, sharpened 
to stick into a wooden base and 
then transported around the 
country need to be tough to survive 
and look good. 

If you buy a bare-rooted tree, 
soak the roots in water before 
planting. Keep the compost in 
container-grown trees moist to 
prevent the needles from dropping. 

Hopefully, your tree will still be 
looking as festive as ever as you 
see in the New Year. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Witch hazel (Hamamelis) 

The scented, spidery blooms and 
spectacular autumn colour make 
these medium-sized and large 
deciduous shrubs a must for the 
winter gardens. The flowers, which 
have twisting, ribbon-like petals, 
cluster thickly on bare stems from 
autumn to early spring and won’t 
be damaged by frost, while the 
broad, oval leaves turn yellow in 


autumn. Witch hazels can be 
grown as specimen plants in 
borders or in groups, depending on 
the variety. Grow H. x intermedia 
‘Pallida’ as a stand-alone 
specimen, with its vase-shaped 
habit and golden autumn leaves, 
while H. x intermedia ‘Diane’, 
which grows to 4m (12ft), flowers 
in mid to late winter and produces 


bright green leaves which turn 
orange, yellow or red in autumn. 
Witch hazels lik e reasonably 
fertile, moist but well-drained soil 
and prefer neutral to acid soil. 
Place them in sun or partial shade 
in an open but not exposed spot. 
Prune any crossing shoots in late 
winter or early spring to keep a 
good shape.

Report triggers new furore 


SWITCHING off all speed 
cameras could lead to 800 
extra deaths or serious injuries 
a year on the roads, a report 
from a leading transport 
academic said this week. 

Speed cameras have offered 
continuing road safety benefits 
since they were introduced, added 
Professor Richard Allsop of 
University College London.

Government grants to local 
authorities, some councils have

“The Government has said 
decisions on speed camera funding 


for a big-hearted entry from my 
neck of the woods. But what this 
survey shows is that people find a 
broad spread of regional accents 
appealing for different reasons.” 

The TomTom survey also found 
that more disagree than agree with 
the statement that “there is no such 
thing as a ‘British’ accent any more”. 
However, people are more likely to 
agree that regional accents are 
losing their distinctiveness as a 
result of population mobility and 


must be taken at local level. 
Councillors are perfectly within 
their rights to use scarce resources 
on things other than cameras but 
they need to know what the 
consequences could be.” 

Road Safety minister Mike 
Penning said: “We have removed 
ring-fencing from local authority 
grants so that councils are able to 
set their own priorities. 

“We would expect that road 
safety would remain a priority for 
local communities and that local 
spending would reflect that.”

Paffett win 
is all in vain

the DTM German Touring Car Masters with a 
victory in the final round in Shanghai but 
ultimately it was not enough to lift his second 
title.

looking forward to coming back in 2011 and 
going one better.” 

Saturday’s hectic qualifying session saw 
Spengler crash out early on after setting only 
the 17th fastest time. Paffett kept a cool head 
and lined up his Mercedes-Benz AMG second 
on the grid behind pole-sitter Di Resta. 
Following the incident-packed 
qualifying sessions it was decided to 
run the first three laps behind the 
safety car and when that 
restriction was lifted Di Resta and 
Paffett pulled away in front. 

Paffett inherited the lead when 
Di Resta made his first pit stop 
and made good use of the clear 
track ahead of him to retain first 
* place after completing his own stop. 
By the end of the second round of pit 
stops Paffett still led the field with Timo 
Scheider and Martin Tomczyk closing in on 
Di Resta. 

Paffett’s faint title hopes ended on the 50th 
lap though, as an accident involving Mike 
Rockenfeller and Susie Stoddard resulted in the 
race being brought to a premature end.
